Bricdy described, the dollar has been cheapened, and it 
IS worth less wheat, clothing or gasoline than it was 
a while ago. 

At the moment, the world's free gold supply, if 
melted down, would amount to a ten-foot cube, worth 
about $400,000,000. Since H92. when Columbus 
discovered the new world, all the gold mined would 
amount to only a 40-foot cube and over half of that 
has vanished, cither through being sunk in ships, made 
into jewelry, or hoarded.

•clenttflcalty tpeaklng; but Ad* 
mlral Richard E. Byrd. who hai 
been to the South Pole once and 
Is now cnroute there again for a 
two years* Bojoum, found cold a 
very real Bomethlng. what with 
ten-'/jratures running usually 
around one hundred bolow. 

On this second ext)cdiUoi> Into 
the Antarctic, Admiral Byrd and 
bis men have provided for many 
of the necessities and comforta 
which, because of Inexporlonce, 
were lacking on tho Arst trip. 
The terrlfflc cold of the ice- 
Jammed stretchea of Little Amor- 
lea, as the Admiral has named 
the new domain, presented one 
of the great problems of the first 
expedition. It was not a ques- 
tion of how to keep the cold out 
of the little huts In which the 
expeditionary force was housed; 
U was how to keep within— to 
conaerre — tho precious heat 
generated by the little stOTes in 
the huts. 

On this eecond expedition, Ad- 
miral Byrd reeolTed to avail hlm- 
lelf of one of the luxuries of 
American building coostructlon 
— Insulation. Learning of com- 
prehenslre tests recently made 
with a new Insulation material, 
known as metallatlon, the Ad- 
miral obUlned a large supply of 
It; and It will boused In the huts 
to t>e constructed In Little Amer- 
ica. 

Metallatlon Is thin aluminum 
sheets cemented to a strong 
quality of paper, the use of paper 
making Its application easy and 
at little cost The theory of this 
form of Insulation, as held by the 
manufacturers, the Reynolds 
Metals Company, Is that the 
bright, untarnlshable surface of 
the aluminum sheets reflects the 
heat waves back toward their 
source; in addition, It does not 
absorb the heat 

The tests which convinced Ad- 
miral Byrd of the efficiency of 
this metallatlon showed that a 
sheet of the material .009S of an 
Inch thick was the equivalent, In 
Its Insulating properties, to 20 
Vaches of concrete. 12 Inches of

bElck, 3.4 Inches of plaster board. 
2.44 Inches of wood or 0.80 Inch- 
es of fibre board. It has been 
estimated that, of the heat losses 
from uninsulated building, 30 
per cent Is due to absorption and 
the bulk, or 70 per cent, to radia- 
tion. It 1b this loss by radiation 
which the aluminum metallatlon 
BO effectively prevents. Metalla- 
tlon has the added value of being 
flre-reslsting, moisture proof, 
vermin proof and non-deterlorat- 
Ing. 

Builders are watching with In- 
terest the severe tests to which 
metallatlon will be subjected on 
the Byrd expedition; the manu- 
facturers are confident of the re- 
sults. They predict that It will 
revolutloniie modei'n building 
construction and become as nec- 
essary a commodity in the build-
